Says Production 
Of A-Weapons 


“:|Beyond Resources 


Washington, Nov. 1 — (CP) — 
Dr. George C. Laurence of the 
National Research Council, writ- 
ing in the current issue of “The 
Bulletin of Atomic Scientistx” 
says “The production of atomic 
weapons is beyond Canada’s in- 
dustrial resources.” 

His article described Canada’s 
part in the joint Anglo-Ameri- 
can-Canadian effort which pro- 
duced the atomic bomb. 

“Canada’s atomic energy pro- 
ject is directing its efforts toward 
the extension of basic scientific 
knowledge, the training of young 
scientists and the development 
of the applications of atofnic en- 
ergy for peacetime purposés and 
for the benefit of mankind,” he 
wrote. 

His article traces the history of 
Canadian atomic development 
from the beginning of the war in 
1939 up to now. He has been on 
the National Research Council 
since 1930 and now is in charge 
of one of the experimental div- 
isions, of the Chalk River, Ont. 
plant.

There was speculation that he 
might have made his way across 
Poland and the Russian occupa- 
tion zone in Germany to the Brit- 
ish zone, that a special plane 
might have flown him from a 
secret Polish alr base or thet he 
fied his homeland by sea. 

En Route to His Home. 

After he landed in Britain a 
spokesman for the Polish Peasant 
Party said Mikolajczyk was en 
route to the home of his wife who 
has remained in Britain since the 
war. There, it was said, Mlkola- 
jezyk would meet with other 
officials of his party. 

Since his flight the Polish 
Peasant Party in Poland has been 
remodelled along the lines favor- 
able to the Communist-led War- 
saw government. Informants in 
Warsaw have declared that 
Mikolajczyk’s departure meant 
the end to organized political op- 
position to the present Polish 
regime. ;

London, Nov. 5 (AP) — A 
government source reported to- 
day improved prospects for a 
British-Russian de agreement 
and announced t the board of 
trade, Harold Wilson, probably 
would go to Moscow this month 
to resume negotiations.

There Labor lost three seats 
but clung to a two-vote majority 
among the 114 elected council- 
men, 

As in the English and Welsh 
local elections, only one-third of 
the seats were at stake. 

In Dundee Labor lost six of the 
12 seats being voted on, and the 
36-member council was evenly 
divided between Socialists and 
their opponents. 


Lose Paisley 


The Labor party also lost con- 
trol in Paisley, Johnstone and 
Lanhead, and in Bathgate, where 
they previously held half the 
seats. The local Ratepayers Asso- 
clation won back four, 

Labor held on at Aberdeen, 
losing one seat to the Moderates, 
but gaining another by ousting 
the only Communist member of 
the council, 

Voting was somewhat heavier 
than in local elections last ycar. 
In Glasgow 61 per cent of the 
electordte voted compared with 
53 per cent In 1946.

Then go up 
to the fence and kick around in 
the brush or grass .that grows 
near it, Step. back, gun ready, 
and stand motionless again. If no 
bird “has flushed by that time, 
you can be. fairly sure that you 
can get through or over your 
fence without losing a shot. 
During the daily Solunar Per- 
jods, all wildlife is disposed to 
be more active and ready to feed 
thari at other times. Thus, it pays 
to hunt out the feeding covers 
thoroughly — and slowly at 
these times. A bird is reluctant 
to leave the feeding area during 
a Solunar Period. Consequently 


ity |he is more likely to find a hid- 


ing place and stay there quietly 
until you leave. If you walk 
past his hiding place rapidly and 
at a steady paee, usually, he will 
sit tight. But if you falter, change 
direction now and then, and stop 
once in a while, you will flush 
birds that you probably would 
not have seen otherwise.

Remember that the feeding 
covers almost always hold birds 
during Solunar Periods, Not on- 
ly that, but those birds are re- 
luctant to take wing at those 
times.

Naturally, they don't 
figure on leaving unless they 
have to. Hunt your feeding cov- 
ers carefully, slowly, and with 
change of pace during the Solun- 
ar Periods.

(By The Canadian Press) 


Countless ages before men 
learned the secret, wasps were 
making and using wood-pulp pa- 
per.*. In ‘times equally remote 
they injected anaesthetics into 
their insect food victims; made 
pottery of sun-baked clay, and 
had mastered the art of making 
their nests windproof and watcr- 
roof, 

In making wood-pulp paper 
wasps gouge out bits of decaying 
wood with jaws that grind in- 
wards, like pincers held hori- 
zontally. Masticated to a pulp, 
the paper is‘spread, layer on 
layer, to form the insects’ nest. 
One of these nests removed. from 
an apple tree, measured 11 by 
13 inches, and weighed one pound 
11 ounces, 

There was a series of combs in 
the centre of the nest, three com- 
pleted and made up of cells pack- 
ed with eggs and developing grubs 
a fourth with cells for the most 
Part empty. 

A mouth or so later enough 
wasps iad hatched from the first 
eggs to assist in completing the 
paper structyre. When the nest 
was removed) in late September, 
from four to 500 wasps were na- 
tives of the insect city. Poor 
to the wasp apartment house 
Was, as always; at the bottom.

stationed near thtse doors to 
deal with intruders.

So we see the Cominform, as 
the Information Bureau Is called, 
fom-d to adopt new and drastic 
measures to meet these emerg- 
encles —and to do so quickly.

Procedure for the nomination 
and qualification of candidates at 
municipal elections was consider- 
ably changed in 1046 and this 
year further important amend- 
ments have been made to the

Following are the new regula- 
tions pertaining to procedure at 
nomination mectings: 

Nomination Papers: “Eve 
nomination shall be in writ 
and state the name. residence 
occupation of the candidate and 
shall be signed by the proposer 
and seconder, both of whom shall 
be municipal electors ahd present 
and shall be filed with the re- 
turning officer within an hour 
from the opening of the nomina- 
tion meeting.” 

When pro candidate 
absent: “When a proposed can- 
didate is not present his nomina- 
tion paper shall not be valid un- 
less there Is attached thereto evi- 
dence satisfactory to the return- 
ing officer that he consents to be 
so nominated.”

Washington, Nov. 17—(AP)—President Truman asked Congress 
today to restore authority for rationing important consumer goods 
and imposing wage cellings once more. / 

The President handed his combined program for helping Europe 
and fighting inflation to the special session of Congress as it met 
to consider those two Allied problems. ; 

The President laid down a 10-point program of what he call 
“drastic measures” to halt‘ the tide of rising prices in the United

The Experts Say...

Line Traffic: Cut 


Paris, Nov. 22 (AP) —Spread- 
ing French strikes stalled rail 
traffic on the great Marseille- 
Paris line today and officials an- 
nounced that saboteurs had cut 
telephone lines connecting two 
army forts on the outskirts of the 
capital, 

It was estimated that nearly 
700,000 workers were idle 
throughout France as a result of 
the Communist-inspired walk- 
outs which have virtually chok- 
ed off economic activity in Mar- 
sellle, Toulon and other cities. 

This is the situation in some of 
the focal points: 

Maritime workers: <A _ long- 
shoremen’s general strike was 
called for Monday, but the walk- 
out may be general before then, 
with all Mediterranean ports and 
the Atlantic port of Bordeaux 
already tied up, Seamen are on 
strike In Marseille, Port de Bouc, 
Bordeaux and the Seine River 
ports of Nantes and Rouen. 

Raliwaymen: The Rhone Val- 
ley and the Riviera are tied up

Metal and machinery: About 
300,000 workers are on strike in 
the Paris region, especially “in 
automobile factorjes.

Coal miners: The strike spread 
from the Nord and Pas De Calais 
coal fields to central France. 
About 125,000 workers are idle

In the case of the 
latier it is essential that equipment for 
ventilation be kept functioning properly in 
winter when doors are usually kept closed.

He 
immediately moved and obtained 
unanimous adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: “That a com- 
mittee be appointed on the part 
of this House to walt_6n Mrs. 
Madison, and to assure her that, 
whenever it shall be her plea- 
sure ‘to visit the Housc, she be 
requested to take a seat within 
the Hall.”

This strike was called by the U.E.-C.1.0. as a means to force the com- 
pany to recognize it as the collective bargaining representative of certain of our employees.

Prior to the strike; no demand had been made by. the union for recognition. Despite the fact that the regulations of the Department of Labor provide for an orderly. procedure 
wherein a union may or may not be determined as the collective bargaining representative, this union attempted to force recognition through the medium of strike action 
which has caused our employees tremendous suffering through loss of wages, and also suffering to the community of Belleville,

Mr. Hichardson said the Sta- 
tion could operate without any 
network affillation.

In order to settle some of the rumors that are being epread ; 
over Belleville area, we the officers of the Belleville Whole 
Milk Producers, wish to publish the following statement: 


On the 21st. day of November, 1947, the Ontario Whole 

Milk Producers League and the Ontario Milk Distributors As- : 
sociation entered into a collective bargaining. agreement. ree. = - 
specting the minimum prices that shall be paid to the Producers. 
supplying milk to the Distributors in certain markets In the 


Province of Ontario. The price get in the Belleville market to 
the consumer will be 17 cents a quart, 


This price was agreed upon after the Producers: Associa- 
tion gave figures which showed the cost of production as $4.05 
per hundred pounds, an increase of .75 per hundred over the 
price-the producers are now receiving. The 2-cent per quart | 
increase will give the producers an increase of onty 55 cents 
which is still 20 cents below the cost of production.

' The local distributor or salesman on 
the streets of Belleville are not re- 
sponsible for this increase in the: price 
of milk ‘to the consumers. < 

The removal of fain subsidies by the Dominion Govern- 
ment has caused such an excessive rise in the cost of whole 
grains and concentrates such as: BRAN from $28 to $40; i 
GROUND BARLEY from $39 to $63; GROUND OATS from 
$36 to $65; OIL CAKE from $56 to $100; DRIED DISTIL- 
LERS GRAIN from $37.80 fe $65.00 and a general increase 
of all commodities in use on dairy farm. These increases ‘ood 
with crop failures in this section of the Province, were contri- 
buting factors in the necessity of whole milk taking this rise 
in price.

Modification of the recent Hy- 
dro Electric Power Commission 
order banning all outside lighting 
as a measure to conserve elec- 
tricity was announced by the 
Commission yesterday the relaxa- 
tion of the order being of es- 
pecial interest to retail merchants. 

Under the modification of the 
original order merchants will be 
able to have the equivalent 
one 100 watt lamp in each of 
their store windows during busi- 
ness hours. Following is the para- 
graph of the order of interest to 

merchants: 


“Lights. in’ show windows in 
the amount of a single 100-watt 
lamp for edch self contained store 
window facing the street is per- 
mitted during the hours from 4 
p. m. to closing time but not later 
than 9 pm. dally for a period 
from December ist to December 
25th, both dates inclusive.”

Ottawa, Nov. _2@.—(CP)— 
Sessions of the 56th meeting of 
the Board of Governors of the 
CBC were to move behind closed 
doors today after the hearing of 
an application of a Montreal 
radio station for a power increase
